17. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Noah Smith House has a three-bay facade with the entry on the 
right. A smaller parallel gabled extension is offset to the right-rear 
and is connected to the main house by a frame infill. The main entry 
has plain pilasters (now covered with shutters) and a plain lintel. 
Windows are generally fitted with 6-over-6 sash. The molded cornice sh 
a partial return across the gable ends. A one-story shed-roofed porch 
covers the right elevation of the main wing and extends across the 
facade of the rear gable-front. The porch has square chamfered posts 
and a plain frieze on the right elevation; across the rear gable it has 
turned posts with elaborate jigsawn brackets.

Architecturally, the Noah Smith House is significant as a good example 
of a Greek Revival dwelling with Victorian alterations. Although much 
original detail is obscured by siding, the trabeated doorway, gable- 
to-street orientation, and the relatively broad proportions of the 
front gabled wing are all typical Greek Revival features, designed to 
suggest the construction and massing of a Classical temple. The right- 
rear parallel extension is a simple 19th-century vernacular structure, 
and probably antedates the main portion of the house. The Victorian 
porch detailing, probably added c. 1885, has architectural value-in 

its own right.
